SMALL ENTITY COMPLIANCE GUIDE
Dear Permit Holder:

This letter is to inform you of a correction to an inadvertent
error discovered in the August 1, 2002 interim final rule that
implemented measures mandated in the Settlement Agreement Among
Certain Parties (Settlement Agreement) in Conservation Law
Foundation, et al. v. Evans et al, and, to provide information
regarding gillnet tags. The error occurred in the coordinates
defining the Gulf of Maine (GOM) Rolling Closure Area II for the
month of April, specified at 50 CFR 648.81(g) (1) (ii). This error
has been corrected in a final rule, which amends the August 1,
2002, interim final rule, and will be published in the Federal
Register on March 25, 2003.

The final two coordinate points for the GOM Rolling Closure Area
IT were listed erroneously in the August 1, 2002, interim final
rule as GM6, at 42°30' N. lat. and 68°30' W. long.; and GM9, at
42°30'" N. lat. and the intersection with the Massachusetts
shoreline. This rule corrects the coordinates for these two
points for the GOM Rolling Closure Area II to read point GM13, at
43°00' N. lat. and 68°30' W. long.; and point GM10, at 43°00' N.
lat. and the intersection with the New Hampshire shoreline.

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This April closure area was accurately depicted in maps included
with a permit holder letter explaining changes to the regulations
based upon the August 1, 2002, interim final rule. Maps
depicting the correct rolling closure areas and the existing
year—-round closure areas are provided in Figure 1 below.

GILLNET VESSELS

All vessels issued either a Northeast (NE) multispecies or
monkfish limited access permit, and required to use gillnet tags,
are not required to order new gillnet tags for the 2003 fishing
year. The teal green tags that have been in use since the 2000
fishing year will remain valid until implementation of Amendment
13 to the NE Multispecies Fishery Management Plan (FMP). At that
time, vessels will be required to order new tags. Therefore,
please continue using the currently issued tags until that time.
